HUNTING FOR HONEY

She is Known Throughout the Southwest as Queen of the Bees, 





and She Has Had Many Hairbreadth Escapes. 


WAS ONCE ATTACKED BY 


TWO INFURIATED EAGLES. 





Visits Gloomy Caves in Towering Precipices in Search of Plunder, and Her 
Brothers Help Her to Rob the Bees. 


A young girlin Western ‘Texas for many years has 
daily risked her life in the pursuit of one of the most 
dangerous vccupations ever devised by human inge- 
nulity to get wealth, ‘The word fear seems to convey 
no meaning in the mind of this remarkably attractive 
frontier heroine. lt is a common remark that she has 
no nerves, but it is more probable that she had schooled 
lu rself by careful training to disregard the particular 
character of danger that she faces every day. 

She isthe only daughter of an old pioneer Indian 
fighter known from San Antonio to the deserts of Ari- 
zona as Old Sweetkiller, from the fuct that he ulways 
was looking out for bee trees and bee caves. 

Sweetkiller achieved great notoriety and mucl: praise 
while serving as a rangerand bee hunter under such 
famous old veterans us Bigtoot Wallace, Jack Hays 
und Rip Ford. After the Indians had been driven out of 
the country he settled in the Guadaloupe Mountains, 
and, knowing no other way to support bis family, he 
devoted his whole time to his favorite pursuit. There 
was ulways anu abundance of honey in Sweetkiller’s 
cabin, and his few neighbors were ever well supplied 
with the same delicious article of food. 

The old Texan raised two sons aud one daug)ter. 
These boys soon became as expert in their inherited 
calling as their father, nud as they grew older they be- 
came venturesome. Few bee caves in the lofty clifis 
were beyond their reach, If they could not ascend the 
great natural walls by cutting notches in the rocks 
they would soon find some other way to reach the bee 
caves. 

Their sister, Acues, frequently accompanied the boys 
iu their expeditions in search of honey, aud as she grew 
older she developed « taste for mountain climbing 
which led her to perform many feats that astounded 
the boldest mountalueers. She was much lighter in 
weight than her brothers, and she soon proved that she 
possessed steadier nerves and decidedly more activity 
than either of them. Other advantages which were 
early developed in the young girl’s mind and character 
led her to take a deeper interesi in the peculiar voca- 
tion that Sweetkiller had apparently transmitted to his 
children. Sbe had learned to read and write, and she 
made the discovery that money could be -made by 
gathering and shipping honey. About four -years ago 
this fearless young girl began the business of'gathering 
and shipping honey systematically. 

Thanks to her courage und good sense, the family 
how owns a bee ranch that is valued at $30,000, and 
no young woman in Western Texas is better dressed 
than the oue who has justly won the title ot ‘Queen of 
t.e Bees.” 

Few people would be willing to take her wealth and | 
fame at the price she has paid for it. No cliff has been 
too high for her to scale ifaswarm of bees were stor- 
ing honey in the crevices of its walls. Tipe and again 
her brothers have suspended herby a rope from the 
top ef some lofty precipice, and she has hung there 
for hours, often 300 feet above the watersof the river, 
taking honey from some cavern, She has taken honey 
from the bee caves of the Guadaloupe, the Hondos, the 
Liano and many other mountain streams, aud cur- 
jously enough during all of her veuturesome Career 
she has never once been stung by a bee. Her brothers 
say that they have seen countless thousands of angry 
bees swarm out of a cave that they had perhaps unin- 
terruptedly occupied for a century and literally cover 
the girl’s body while she was suspended in the air sev- 
eral hundred feet ubove the earth. Trembling for her 
salety they would beg her to let them draw herto the 
top of the cliff, but she would only laugh “at them and 
shout back: “My pets are not going tolLurt me. Send 
down the bucket. I have found a lot of honey.” 

The Guadaloupe river runs for some twenty-five or 
more miles through a deep canyon, The walls of solid 
rock on either side rise to dizzy heights. In many 
localities the summits of the cliffs are 300 or 400 feet 
above the waters of the river. The bees have literally 
tuken possession of these lofty cliils, and in many 
places countless swarms of them have been storing 
honey for centuries. ‘They ure so numerous in many 
places that they shace the earth like a vast cloud 
as they fly about the caverns. Many of these swarms 
have never been disturbed, and it is bighly probable 
that they will remain in-peaceful possession of their 
homes for all time, though experts like Miss Agnes are 
of the opinion that some of them contain tons 
honey. 

“JT have had my share of climbing,” says the Queen 
of the Bees, “for it requires nearly all of 
attend to our domestic swarms, but I sometimes de- 
scend upon a particularly rice swarm and rob the wild 
cliff dwellers of « few hundred pounds of their precious 
possessions, In one in- 
stance we took more than $1,000 worth of honey from 
one cavern. I frequently visited some of the loftiest 
caves for the purpose of securing a vigorous queen to 
mix with my tame bees. I have found that the largest 
and best workers occupy the loftiest places in the sides 
ot the biufts.”

Tt finally took the surgeons to put John L. Sullivan 
down and out. The big fellow is now an inmate of the 
Polyclinic Hosphul in New York city recovering from 
an operation for strangulated hernia which was per- 
formed one day last week by Dr. Bodine, the hospital 
surgeon, with his assistants. ‘The doctor told me that 
Sullivan would not be able to leave the hospital for six 
weeks. He believed the operation would be success- 
ful. ‘ 

Onething that Is telling sadly against the famous 
fichter is his utter lack of condition. His admirers and 
the public generally have followed his career since he 
left the ring with great interest, and at no time has it 
been shown that Sullivan has been taking any kind of 
care of himself, 

IT1s life has been a fast one, fuster thau is sual even 
with retired fighters, because of his great popularity, 
and also because his physique naturally was such that 
he could stand ‘a vast amount dissipation without 
showing or feeling any ill effects, 

Searcely has nature blessed a man with such a mag- 
nificent constitution, and rarely has blind man so 
nubused the gift as has John L. Sullivan. Nota minute 
in the day but some admirer would invite him to take 
a drink, and nota night that some toady did not ask 
him to take a cab and “see the town,” in the hope that 
some few rays from the shining star of pugilism might 
be reflected in the host,anxious to throw away his 
money that he might be named, even for a night, along 
with the mighty Sullivan, 

His ailment had been neglected by the big fellow as 
being something trivial and not worth noticing—as he 
looks on all things that not please him. Buton 
Monday the grave fuce of his doctor for once took the 
heart of the former champion and he meekly conseut- 
ed to a hospital and an operation. 

The surgeon took extraordinary care In the opera- 
tion, which at bestis a delicite and dangerous one. 
Before it was undertaken they told Sullivan was 
taking chances, and he only remarked he had been 
taking them all hislife. Fortunately he lost none of 
his native Sullivan grit and that may pull him through 
again, as it often has done before.

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SILER DEFENDS THE REFEREES. 


Calls Down the Hot-Headed People Who are 
Prone to Assault Them. 








George Siler, the eminent referee, in an interview on 
the subject of fighters, seconds and spectators assault- 
ing reterees when the decisions do not meet with their 
approval, said: 

“Some pugilists have an exalted opinion of their 
fighting abilities, and therefore labor under the false 
impression that they cannot be orare not defeated in- 
less they are knocked out, Therefore, when a decision 
is rendered against them at the expiration of a contest 
in which they are still on thelr feet, they yell, ‘Stop 
thief.’ 

“Fighters with such narrow-minded ideas, their sec- 
ouds and their admirers, never see the good boxing 
points ofthe other man and therefore look at every- 
thing that occurs In a fight with prejudiced eyes, ‘This 
being the cuse, the referee’s decision is generally unsat- 
isfactory. 

“The duties of a referee are, to say the least, arduous, 
Still, from a spectator’s point of view, the job looks 
easy. Alla referee has to do, apparently, 1s to instruct 
the contestants, break them when clinched, stand in 
one of the neutral corners of the ring during the time 
between rounds, and, at the end of the contest, render 
a decision. 

“Tf the decision meets with the approval of the crowd 
the referee 1s voted as being all right. Should the de- 
cision, however, not sult the spectators, the referee is 
called a robber, and places bimself in a position to be 
slugged. 

“Local followers undoubtedly know as much about 
the gameas do the referees. Still, they are not in a po- 
sition to see everything tiat occurs In the ring, as is the 
reteree. 

“Furthermore, they are apt to forget what happened 
in the first three rounds of a contest, while the referee 
iakes notes or keeps a mental tab on the result of each 


round. Hismind is engrossed on his work, and he 
is, therefore, capable of rendering ajust and unbiased 


decision, 

‘Local referees, J am sure, have nothing in common 
with the fighters, and, as their reputations are at stake, 
they decide contests as they them, regurdless of 
frie: di or toe, 

“Fi -lters who have their doubts as to the justice of 
the referee’s verdict should bear mind 
and not permit their temper to get the better of their 
judgment, and thereby kill the goose that is laying the
